REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest a composition for a subterranean well bore application 
that comprises the species of zeolite, clay and polymeric material recited in the present 
claims and further having the weight percent limitations set forth in said claims. 

2. The closest prior art is USPN 4,548,734 to Chaux et al. Although Chaux 
discloses a composition containing zeolite, surfactant, water and a gum component, it 
does not teach or suggest the disclosed composition further containing clay or the 
various composition components having the weight percent ranges recited in the 
present claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
